I 
asked if he had invited either Pu Chao-min or Paul Lin to 
come to the United States for further meetings. ^ b 
indicated that this had been discussed but no commitments 
made. He said Lin's attitude is somewhat more positive 
than after the incident in Seattle when he was searched, 
however, due to the "apology" he had received from the 
Under Secretary.
